Detective Force Engaged. : 

The killing of Weakley aroused the em- 
ployers’ association and they put the case in 
the hands of the Pinkertons, with the result 
that Supt. Reed of Chicago and twenty de- 
tectives were sent here to investigate the 
case. The detectives secured evidence, they 
say, which tends to prove that the killing of 
Weakley was part of a conspiracy to put him 
and another well known strike breaker out of 
the way. 

Four men besides Patton, who was arrested, 
were suspected, but they had fled from the 
state. Bracken, who is alleged to have been 
Patton's companion on the night of the mur- 
der, was arrested yesterday in Detroit, and 
Traynor, another suspect, was arrested here 
today. Bracken is said to have told of the 
plot, which, it is said, will involve several 
others. 

Explosive Found in Mold. 

The climax was capped this morning, when 
it was learned that several attempts had been 
made to blow up the Eureka foundry and 
kill the strike breakers by means of dyna- 
mite concealed in the molds. This assertion 
is backed by the confession of Fred L. Rau- 
hauser Jr., a molder’s apprentice, who says 
he placed the dynamite in the molds and 
was paid for doing it. Three dynamite cart- 
ridges were found jn the molds. There were 
three explosions, but no damage except to 
the molds. a 


Says Union Official Paid Him. 

According to the report of the confession 
of the Rauhauser boy to the detectives, he 
alleged that an official of the local organiza- 
tion urged him to place the cartridges there 
while the nonunion men wereat work. The 
boy named the store where the cartridges 
were purchased. 


Accuse Father of Abetting. 
According to the confession reported by 
the detectives, the son spoke to his father 
about the offer and was told “ to go ahead, 
but be careful.“ It is stated that in the con- 
fession of the Rauhauser boy he said he 
was given five dynamite cartridges at the 

headquarters of a local organization. 
Detective Reed says there were at least 
eight cartridges, as he found two of them 
unexploded in molds and others n the boy’s 
pockets. It is said the boy’s father admitted 
nearly all the statements made by his son. 


„ Attacks on Newport Shop. 

‘She nonunion men within the stockade of 
the Newport iron and brass foundry at New- 
port were fired on repeatedly at night dur- 
ing the last week and this week sticks of 
dynamite were thrown at the cupola in 
which the iron is melted, four such attempts 
having been made. 

The Newport Iron and Brass Foundry com- 
pany today incorporated under the laws of 
the District of Columbia, with offices in 
Washington. The object, ag set forth, is for 
better protection under the federal laws from 
mob violence than has been accorded under 
etate laws. 

Tell of Plot to Poison. 
Detectives at work on the case say they 
gained the confidence of the strikers and 
through them learned of a plot to place poison 
in the food of nonunion men. The plan, it 
is said, was to have been put into effect to- 
morrow night. It is alleged that the poison 
had been purchased and that all arrange- 

ments had been made for administering it.

MUSIC TAKES PLACE OF DRUGS 


New Tork - Doctor Tests the Ef. 
fect of Melodies. 


EXPERIMENTS WITH NURSES. 


Demonstrates Value of Harmouy as 


— 


New York, Nov. .I Seetal. The value 
of music as a therapeutic agent was scien- 
tincally demonstrated at the home of Dr. 
Francis 8. Kennedy of Brooklyn. Variations 
of from fifteen to twenty-five beats per min- 
ute In the pulse of subjects under contrasting 
influences, such as selections from the Tann- 
fuser overture and Leybach's fifth noc- 
tdrne, furnished abundant proof that under 
certain conditions melodies and harmonies 
furnish a satisfactory substitute for drugs, 
when applied as tonics, stimulants, sedatives, 
or narcotics. 

The experiment was conducted by Dr. Ken- 
nedy, and is in line with a long series of in- 
vestigations that have occupied his leisure 
hours for some time past. 


' Selects Trained Nurses. 

Twenty trained nurses from the different 
hospitals In the city were invited to attend 
a musical recital at Dr. Kennedy's home. 

Nurses were selected because the operation 
of taking the pulse is with them an every 
day matter, afid it was not likely that the | 
condition of their own pulse would be at- 
fected by having it taken. The subjects 
were taken at random, but a careful record 
of their relation to music in general and 
their physical characteristics was kept. 

“Annie Laurie“ Soothes Them. 

Dr. Kennedy presided at the mechanical 
piano player by which the music was pro- 
duced. To get the heart beats of his sub- 
jects down to normal, and to put them into a 
proper mental and physical condition he first 
gave them Annie Laurie.“ 


“Tannhauser” Stirs Pulse. 

“ Annie Laurie was followed by the Tann- 
häuser overture with orchestral arrange- 
ment. With the plano player a tremendous 
volume of sound is possible. The con- 
trast between the swelling notes of 
the march that mark the climax of 
the latter half of the overture and 
the final diminuendos of the “Pilgrim's 
chorus was marked. The effect upon the 
subjects was equally prominent. Nearly 
every one responded to Wagner’s harmonies 
with a much more rapid pulse increase, rang- 
ing from ten to twenty-five beats per minute. 
One young woman whose pulsations run way 
up into the nineties confessed afterward 
that the Tannhäuser overture was her favor- 
ite selection. 


Favorite Airs, Relax. 

Two records were kept, one of the pulse 
beats and one of blood pressure. The lat- 
ter record permitted the interesting con- 
clusion that listening to a favorite selection 
may produce the effect of relaxation on one 
person while it stimulates the heart action 
of another. This is alluded to as indicating 
that jist as careful a study of a patent is 
as necessary before prescribing musical rem- 
edies as should precede the writing out of a 
prescription. 

Russian Music Quiets All. 

Tehalkowsky’s Meditation,“ a quiet, rest- 
ful number, followed the overture. There 
was a general response among the hearers 
manifested by diminished blood pressyre and 
slower pulse beats. That is, with one ex- 
ception. There was one young woman whose 
pulse went away above the high water mark 
fixed by the Tannhäuser selection as she 
Ustened to the soothing strains of the Rus- 
sian composer.

The effect of the whole number was most 
soothing. The pulse beats went down to the

THE CHAPMAN SUIT. 


JUDGE DECIDES WOMAN NOT A 
RESIDENT OF CHICAGO. 


Sensational Aurora Case Suddenly 
Terminated When Sameel Alschuler 
Introduces Affidavit Contradicting 
Woman's Statement of Dwelling 
Plaee—Cats Short Testimeny ef De- 
fendant’s Niece and Ward Against 
Him—May Sue in Home City Now. 


The sensational divorce case 
came to a sudden and sensational end yes- 
terday: The cause of repeated struggles for 
possession of the family residence in Aurora 
and legal battles in the courts of two coun- 
ties, Mrs. Chapman’s bill was dismissed for 
want of equity by Judge Windes. 

The victory was won by Chapman's law- 
yer, Samuel Alschuler, who proved to the 
satisfaction of the court that Mrs. Chap- 
man's residence in Chieago was solely for 
divorcé purposes. She may bring suit in 
Aurora. 

The decision of Judge Windes came at the 
most critical juncture of the suit. Miss 
Jessie Damon, who is said to have taken a 
long buggy ride with Chapman one night last 
June, Was about to take the stand as a wit- 
ness for Mrs. Chapman. The young woman, 
it was expécted, would make revelations of 
Chapthan’s conduct which would entitle Mrs. 
Chapman to a divorce. He is her uncle and 
guardian. 2. 


Testifies Against Her Uncle. 

In the morning Miss Damon had testified 
that Chapman had premised to marry her. 
The promises were repeated, she said, and 
were made both before and after the death 
of the first Mrs. Chapman, a year before his 
second 

“ But this all took place before the mar- 
riage to Mrs. Chapman, said Attorney Al- 
echuler: ‘I ask that it be stricken out.“ 

The court so ordered. 

Mrs. Chapman was cross examined for 
hours and late in the afternoon fell into the 
trap set by Attorney Alschuler. She declared 
she had beén in Chicago for months and con- 
sidered this city her place of residence. Then 
she was shown an affidavit used in Judge 
Honoré’s court in August in which she testi- 
fied she wanted Chapman forced to leave her 
Aurora residence phat she might return to it 
as her home. 


Judge Throws Out Case. 

Her lawyers rushed to the rescue, but too 
late, Attorney Alschuler already had moved 
to dismiss and the order was entered. 

It won't make any difference,“ said Kel- 
ler Leet, son of Mrs. Chapman and one of 
five children who are trying to wrest from 
Chapman control of their mother’s income 
of $1,000 a month. “ We probably will sue 
hit. again in Aurora. And if we don't he will 
have a hard time getting the income from us. 
He will have to sue us every month.“ 

The Chapmans were married four years 
ago. Both were middle aged, drove secretly 
from Aurora to Geneva, wherethe ceremony 
was performed. By an ante-nuptial contract 
Chapman secured control of his bride’s in- 


April and Mrs. Chapman began suit in June. 
In the interval there were several lively 
struggles for possession of the Aurora resi- 
dence. 

Mrs. Chapman won the first victory when 
Chapman was forced to resign as church 
trustee. But a week ago she lost her suit to 
have the income contract set aside.

This shop has fought against principles of 
unionism, and all the power of union labor 
has been directed to bringing about a state 
of affairs that would be satisfactory to the 
cause of labor. In this instance a commit- 
tee has been appointed, made up of President 
Gompers and two other members, to be 
named by the head of the organization, which 
will go to Chicago and make an effort to settle 
the difficulty. This matter has come before 
the convention on several previous occasions. 


Setback for Socialists. 

There was a ripple of yesterday's exciting 
procedings when, at the opening of the ses- 
sion, two resolutions, introduced by Dele- 
gate Victor Berger, were presented for con- 
sideration. One of these provides for the 
abolishment of the militia as it now exists in 
the United States, and the substitution of the 
Swiss system. The convention overwhelm- 
ney defeated the measure. 

T second socialist resolution asked the 
federation to go on record as being in favor 
of petitioning congress to pass a bill pro- 
viding for an old age pension for working- 
men. This measure was also defeated. 


Berger Makes Disclaimer. 

The convention accorded Delegate Victor 
Berger the floor under a suspension of the 
rules that he might make a statement re- 
garding the aspersions cast by the contents 
of a printed slip from his newspaper office on 
President Gompers and John Mitchell. 

Mr. Berger stated that not only did he deny 
the authorship of the slip, declaring that 
Samuel Gompers and John Mitchell had been 
traiters to the cause of labor, but that he 
knew nothing of the charges, and regretted 
the incident that caused the ill feeling of 
yesterday. 


Mitchell Withdraws Remarks. 


John Mitchell thereupon asked to have 
stricken from the records the statements 
made by him to the effect that unless Mr. 
Berger proved his charges he must stand 
before the cenvention stamped as a liar. 
The convention gave its unanimous consent 
to this procedure, amid applause, and ended 
the bitterest controversy yet waged on the 
floor of the convention, 


ZIEGLER, ILL. IS FIRED UPON. 


Volley of Shete from Outskirts, Which 
ndanger Miners in Joseph Leiter’s 
Town, Laid to Strikers. 

Du Quoin, III., Nov. 22.—[{Special.]—Joseph 
Leiter's mining town of III., which 
recently has been the scene of labor war, 
was fired upon last night. Early reports of 
the occurrence were that several persons 
had been killed and wounded. These, how- 
ever, proved erroneous, as no bloodshed re- 
sulted. 

As the force of nonunion miners employed 
in the mine were about to leave their work 
a volley of shots was fired on the town from 
the south, none of which took effect. The 
authorities, fearing the force of deputies in 
the place might be inadequate to cope with 
the attacking party, at once telegraphed to 
Benton, the county seat of Franklin county, 
for assistance. 

Sheriff Stein, with a posse of twenty-five 
men, responded, but no trace of the be- 
siegers was gained. Deputy United States 
Marsha] Charles Dowell is in charge of the 
situation, though he will be relieved tomor- 
row by United States Marshals C. P. Hitch 
and Barclay. 


Joseph Leiter said last night he wished to 
deny absolutely all stories of men slain or 
any serious trouble breaking out in Kis vil- 


lage. 

There was a little skirmishing on the out- 
skirts last nicht,.“ he said. “Some of the 
strikers crawled up into the underbrush and 
fired in the direction of the town, but no one 
was hurt, and certainly no one was killed.”

Primary Law Is Discussed: 

Republican state leaders who are en- 
deavoring to get out of a haze of ideas re- 
garding the proposed primary law were 
together yesterday and were told by Gov.-

Mr. Neville 
will endeavor to ascertain the probable cost 
of primaries under election machinery and 
Mr. Eckhart will report on the possibility of 
having registration and primaries on the 
same day in other counties than Cook, the 
object being to save money. 


Shows Lesson of Campaign. 


At the meeting of the state executive com- 
mittee, Roy O. West, state chairman, gave 
an analysis of the vote in Illinois and three 
other western states to illustrate what thor- 
ough a popular candidate had ac- 
comp 0 e took Illinois, Io 2 - 
consin, and Missouri. 

Illinois shows an increase of 5.4 per cent 
over the presidential vote of 1900. Iowa 
shows a decrease of 5 per cent in the re- 
publican vote, Wisconsin a 24 per cent de- 
crease, and Missouri a 32 per cent decrease.

In a bottle on ‘the prosecutor’s table were 
several pieces of skin from the hand of the 
dead racetrack man, which the prosecution 
intends to use in refuting the theory of 
suicide. The character of the exhibit be- 
came known to the defendant, who looked 


away. During the remainder of the day she 
endeavored to keep her eyes off the grim ob- 
jec 


When court adjourned for the day the de- 
fendant showed the strain to which she has 
been subjected and was pale and tired. The 


feasted their eyes upon her plight greedily, 
Much Interest in Mrs. Young. 

Only the announcement that the defendant 
herself would go on the stand and tell of her 
acquaintance with Young could have created 
more interest than the report that the dead 
bookmaker’s widow might appear in the case.

Frederick D. Michaels, who was driving the 
hansom cab in which Young was shot, said 
he picked up Young and Miss Patterson at 
Fifty-ninth street and Broadway on the 
morning of June 4. They stopped at a saloon 
and the man and the woman remained there 
for several minutes. Young told him to drive 
rapidly, as he had to be at the pier at the 
foot of Fulton street at 9 o'clock. 

Defendant “Spoke Scared Like.” 

They had just passed Canal street when 
he heard the pistol shot. A moment later 
Miss Patterson raised the ud in the roof of 
the cab and told him to drive to a drug store, 
where the clerk told him to drive at once to 
a hospital. Michaels said that when Miss 
Patterson raised the trap and told him to 
drive to the drug store she spoke scared 


IS KILLED BY HIS SON-IN-LAW. 


Capt. Reddick of Shawneetown, IIl., 
After Quarrel with His Wife, 
Meets Death. 


Shawneetown, III., Nov. 22.—[Special.}— 
Charles Broeg Jr. killed his father-in-law, 
Capt. A. D. Reddick, in thie city today. The 
shooting occurred on the sidewalk at the 
rear entrance of the Reddick hotel, and was 
the result of the family troubles which have 
been brewing for more than four years. 

Mrs. Reddick had sued for a divorce, but 
the decree was not granted. This morning 
Mrs. Reddick was packing her household 
goods, preparing to take a trip south, when 
a fight occurred between her and Mr. Red- 
dick. Mrs. Reddick’s oldest daughter, Mrs. 
Charles Broeg Jr., and Charles Reddick took 
their mother’s part. 

Mr. Reddick was severely beaten in the 
mélée and had to go to a physician for treat- 
ment. When he returned from the doctor's 
office he met Broeg on the sidewalk near the 
entrance to the hotel. Broeg was helping 
to pack some furniture. 

Reddick at once ordered Broeg to leave 
the premises. Broeg insisted that he did 
not have to leave. Reddick then pulled a 
revolver from his pocket and fired one shot 
at Broeg. 

Broeg then drew his revolver and shot Red- 
dick twice, Reddick fired the second shot at 
Broeg, and Broeg then fired the third time 
at Reddick. Broeg was uninjured, while 
Reddick was shot twice, once through the 
hand and once through the chest. He died 
on the sidewalk. Broeg surrendered himself. 

Woman Saves Husband from Mob. 

Huntington, W. Va., Nov. 22.—Because 
John Wallace, a salooonkeeper across the 
Big Sandy river from Yorkville, refused 
to sell liquor to the Curry brothers, they pro- 
ceded to shoot up hissaloon. Wallace closed 
the place and left.

Mrs. Wallace fired into the crowd, fatally 
wounding Thomas Curry. This so enraged 
the mob that they proceeded to tear down 
the house. Some of them seized a young 
brother of Mrs. Wallace, bound him hand and 
foot and, placing his head on a log, were 
about to decapitate him when Mrs. Wallace 
fired into the crowd and prevented the de- 
capitation. 

Mrs. Wallace, although shot in the leg 
and shoulder, rode to Louisa, Ky., and had 
the sheriff and deputies hurry to the scene 
of the trouble; her husband and brother 
meanwhile had escaped to Yorkville. 

All his live stock was killed by the mob 
and his house demolished. A reward of 
$1,000 has been offered for the arrest of the 
men who killed the cattle.
